The ground should b« in such 
shape that it can receive and r«.t»tn 
the rainfall, and the preparation of the 
soil to do thin Involves the use of tbs 
other requisites mentioned. 


"In conservation, the land is ro»«* 


ready to keep the precious rain. The 
process consists mainly In plowing the 
ground to a depth of 10 or 1! inches, 
at the least, so that the moisture pen- 
etrates beyond the danger of constant 
evaporation.' Many fanners plow only 
to a depth of three or four inches, 
which Is entirely Inadequate, and many 
times you will find that those who say 
they have made an experiment witn 
dry farming and failed, have absolute* 
ly neglected to attend to this impor-

temper of the steel 
At any time when 


a knife-blade is to be employed for 
lancing a boil, the steel should first be 
sterilized by the boiling method. 


Disinfecting Booms 


For thorough disinfection of rooms 


nothing to-day, in the hands of the ama- 
teur, equals formaldehyde gas. 
There 


*re on the market, and sold through the 
druggists, several makes of formalde- 
hyde lamps. 
These are employed to 


convert wood alcohol into formaldehyde 
and 'directions co»<-* with each lamp 
Neither gram nor denatured alcohol will 
answer the purpose; wood alcohol mutt 
be used! Ftch lamp will disinfect thor- 
oughly five hundred cubic feet, so a room 
fifteen by twenty, and ten feet high- 
three thousand cubic feet would de- 
mand the use of six ^amps. Economy 
in the number of lamps must be paid 
for by decreased efficiency in germicidal 
power. 
•

During the burning of the lamps the 


room should be sealed tightly. At the 
end of a few-hours the windows may 
>e raised from the outride, after which 
h« operator can enter the room and ex-, 
inguish the lamps. Formaldehyde is a 
sharp, pungent gas, but does not inflict 
anv tasting injury to the eyes or respira- 
ory passages. During the disinfection 
closet doors and bureau drawers should 
>e left open, and garments spread. For- 
maldehyde does not in the least injure 
paintings, gilt frame?, metals or the mo»t 
delicate fabrics. 
Colds are now recog- 


lizad as being germ-diseases. In a home 
whose rooms are from time to time dis- 
nfected with formaldehyde, colds will be 
far less frequent

For destroying a disagreeable odor in 
room the best method is to volatilize 


menthol. This can be simply done by 
esting a tin plate across two small 
boxes on end. Place about a tea«poon- 
ul of menthol on the plate and a lighted 
amp beneath it. Then $o out, closing 
he,door behmd you, and in two minutes 
3r so all the menthol will have been 
•olatilized, the room will smell de- 
iciously sweeC and be ready for airing. 
Sunlight and* outdoor air are two splen- 
lid disinfectants.

Tm» 
the fabric is bleached and the further 
harmful effect of chlorine stopped After 
removing the fabric from the hypo-nil-1 
phite of soda put it through the usual 
rinsings. 


Both the bleaching powder mixture 


and the hypo-sulphite solution must be 
made freshly for each wash-day's UM ! 
This suggestion being followed, there 
will be no difficulty encountered in thor- 
oughly whitening the wash, or such 
special pieces as are considered worth 
the extra effort 
The hands should be 


kept out Of the bleaching powder mix 
ture as much as possible. The hypo- 
sulphite solution is practically harmless 
to the hands. 


Sometimes, as a nutter of economy, 


the bleached cloth, when taken out of 
the bleaching powder mixture, is rinsed, 
and then the hypo-sulphite- solution is 
spread over it and nibbed in. This 
method, however, is not as sure of harm- 
less results as is the sowing of the fabric 
in a vessel containing enough of the 
hypo-sulphite solution. 


Chloride of lime bleaching is cniptoyed 


only with linen and cottons. Animal 
Stxrs, -Jike wool, are yellowed, not 
bleached, by this process.

substituting potassium bicarbonate for 
he washing soda.
